Gone to the 


Harvest Fields 


Assistant General Overseers, State 
Overseers, Pastors and Evan- 
gelists have gone into the 
ripened harvest fields 
for another har- 
vest of souls. 


Since the General Assembly our 
ministers have gone to their fields of 
labor, many of them taking upon 
themselves new and added responsi- 
bilities. Serving my first time as Gen- 
eral Overseer of the Church of God, 
I have accepted my new responsibili- 
ties with fear before God, and have 
proceeded cautiously in my work, 
seeking the mind of God and the lead- 
ership of the Holy Ghost. My success 
in this work is yet to be determined, 
and much of it depends on the prayers 
of God’s people and my submission to 
His will. I therefore solicit the prayers 
of all the Church, that God will help 
me in my decisions and procedures, 
that they may be to the best interest 
of the Church of God and all con- 
cerned. 


The Church has grown to such pro- 
portions in this nation that the Gen- 
eral Assembly decided it good to di- 
vide the United States into six great 
districts, and to send an Assistant 
General Overseer to each district to 
represent the office of the General 
Overseer and promote the work in a 
general way. Most everyone seems to 
feel good about this move, and thinks 
it was a great step toward evangeliz- 
ing the many open and new fields 
that lie before us untouched. The 
Western District has seven states: 
California, Oregon, Washington, Ida- 
ho, Utah, Arizona, and Nevada. Broth- 
er J. D. Bright, former state overseer 
of Tennessee, was sent to this great 
Western territory. The Northwestern 


District also consists of seven states: 
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Nebraska, South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Wyoming, Montana, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa. In the great North- 
west, Brother H. L. Chesser, former 
state overseer of North Carolina, 
takes the responsibility of this 
work. To the South Central Dis- 
trict went Brother A. V. Beaube, form- 
er state overseer of Georgia. This dis- 
trict is composed of eight states: 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Oklahoma. The Southeastern District 
has five states: Florida, Georgia, South 
Carolina, Alabama, and Mississippi. 
Brother E. L. Simmons, former state 
overseer of West Virginia, accepts the 
responsibility in these states. The 
North Central District includes the 
states of Tennessee, Kentucky, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, and Wis- 
consin. Brother E. W. Williams, form- 
er state overseer of Ohio, was appoint- 
ed to this district. The Northeast- 
ern District has fifteen states: North 
Carolina, New York, Connecticut, 
Maryland, District of Columbia, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, New Jersey, Delaware, Ver- 
mont, Virginia, West Virginia, and 
Pennsylvania. Brother Paul H. Walker, 
former state overseer of Michigan, was 
chosen for this district. All of these 
men of God have already gone to 
their new fields of labor. Their going 
reminded me of the story in the Bible 


of Abraham who was called to go out 
into a country which he knew not, but 
by faith in God he went, and God 
went with him. These brethren left 
their homes and started out to their 
new territories. There were no par- 
sonages, no furniture, there were no 
homes awaiting them, but with faith 
in God and in the Church of God, 
they went into these various terri- 
tories with faith and works, and God 
is helping them to get located. 

These men have all had years of ex- 
perience as state overseers and know 
what the field of battle is. They know 
the problems of ministers and state 
overseers and will therefore be in po- 
sition to help you with your problems. 

Some of the states have already had 
their ministers’ meetings to arrange 
and organize the work this year. The 
Assistant General Overseers have at- 
tended them and will continue to 
meet with the ministers of the states 
in their respective territories until all 
states shall have arranged their work 
for the year. 

As we accept the challenge of our 
responsibilities in the beginning of 
this Assembly year, I pray that God 
will give us an understanding of His 
will and knowledge of our duties as 
ministers of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. When a minister shifts the 
burden of his calling, or loses the vi- 
Sion of the great task that God has 
assigned to his hand, he and the 
Church have suffered a tremendous 
loss. 

The burden of the ministry of the 
Church of God is to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, and baptize them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, teaching them 
to observe all things that Christ has 
commanded. The world is a great ter- 
ritory and “every creature” includes 
many peoples. To these lands and to 
these peoples we are obligated as min- 
isters of the gospel, to put forth our 
utmost efforts to give to them a true 
and full story of salvation. 


We sincerely hope and advise that 
in all our state ministers’ meetings

Airmen’s Tribute to Chaplains 


The following excerpts relative to 
chaplains resulted from a conversa- 
tion reported by Time, September 4: 

“A good chaplain, they claimed, is 
worth his weight in gold, and a poor 
one is worse than none at all. 

“Sermonizing was judged to be com- 
paratively useless. No orator on earth 
can impress a group of men on ten- 
sion. (But) a quick prayer with the 
crews before they climbed aboard for 
a mission to Berlin was better than 
a shot of brandy. The boys feel that 
a prayer is a good chaser for tough 
briefing (since briefing is often quite 
a soul-searching business). ... 


“Knowing the chaplain will be 
there waiting if they come back 
wounded, is a real comfort. Knowing 
he is back there praying while they 
are sweating through a mission, is a 
first-class bracer.... 


“A chaplain who is not naturally at 
home with the men or who must stand 
on his sanctity, is under a great 
handicap. . . . One outfit told me of 
teaching their chaplain to shoot craps 
and of how one night he had a phe- 
nomenal streak of luck. .. . Practical- 
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ly all the loose change in the squadron 
was on the Lord’s side. With great 
glee they described the chaplain’s em- 
barrassment and his frantic attempts 
to get the filthy lucre back in their 
hands by reckless play. None of it 
worked. 

“No one could tell me what effect 
the war in the air was having on the 
spiritual life of the men. All were cer- 
tain that the average member of a 
fighting crew took constant refuge in 
prayer. No one had ever heard an air- 
man scoff at religion. What the boys 
would do about going to church after 
the war depended on what the church 
would do about taking an aggressive 
part in a realistic world order. Keep 
churches open twenty-four hours a 
day, seven days in a week ‘so a fel- 
low can go in any old time and brief 
himself for a tough spot,’ was the sug- 
gestion of one lad. There’s a sugges- 
tion for the preachers. Stop preach- 
ing and start briefing.” 

It is quite clear that men of serious 
circumstance and mind will not tol- 
erate a chaplain that is not religious- 
ly helpful. It is readily seen that 
churches after the war will be ex- 
pected to offer something of a spiri- 
tual nature to returning men. They 
know the value of prayer and seem to 
suggest that prayer is more needed 
than so much preaching. 


National Conference on Palestine 


The National Conference on Pales- 
tine met recently at the Statler Hotel 
in Washington, D. C. It was sponsored 
by the Christian Council on Palestine, 
the American Palestine Committee, 
Congress of Industrial Organizations, 
the American Federation of Labor, 
the United Christian Council for 
Democracy, the Unitarian Fellowship 
for Social Justice, the Free World As- 
sociation, and the Union for Demo- 
cratic Action. Over two hundred dele- 
gates, for the most part clergymen 
and educators, came from thirty-two 
states to attend the meetings. 

A pronouncement, unanimously 
adopted, called for: (1) Protests 
against the mass slaughter of Jews by 
Hitler, and organized action by the 
United Nations to “provide for the 
survivors of Hitler’s attempt to an- 








nihilate a people”; (2) for an unre- 
lenting campaign against the “anti- 


Jewish democracy’s 
enemies”; 
Christian world “to the heritage it re- 
ceived from Judaism, the mother fait 
of Christianity”; (4) for the “basic 
rights of the Jews, as individuals, to 
enjoy the same privileges of freetom 
and equality as others enjoy”; (5) for 
“the right of Jews, as a people, to 
dwell in Palestine and to have in Pales- 
tine a homeland where they may 
achieve self-determination and be 
freed from the spectre of homelessness 
which has haunted them for cen- 
turies”; (6) for recognition of in® 


agitation of 


significant development of Palestin 
during the past quarter cen- 
tury in which “a barren wilderness 
has been transformed into a garden 
spot, Where hundreds of thousands of 
people have been enabled to recon- 
struct their lives and where the 
ground has been prepared for the ab- 
sorption of several million more im- 
migrants”; (7) for fulfillment of the 
Balfour Declaration; (8) for the abro- 
gation of the 1939 White Paper on 
Palestine; (9) for opposition to the 
policy of appeasement which 
threatens any “enduring and equitable 
solution of the Palestine problem”; 
(10) for the reconstitution of Palestine 
by the Jewish people as a free and 
democratic Jewish commonwealth; 
(11) and “the passage, at the earliest . 
opportunity, by the Senate and the 
House, of the Wagner-Taft and 
Wright-Compton resolutions now un- 
der discussion in committees, so that 
these objectives may be the more 
speedily achieved.”—Christianity and 
Crisis. 
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*& Discipline has been the thing on 


which men and nations have risen 
since the world began. History is re- 
plete with the stories of nations that 
have fallen when their leaders failed 
of discipline. 

In the 7th chapter of Joshua, he 
sent men out to view Ai. They came 
back and said, “There’s no use to send 
all the people, just send a few of us; 
there are so few of them.” Joshua sent 


@::::: thousand, and they ran like so 


any rabbits before the hounds. No- 
body knew what the trouble was, so I 
guess Joshua just decided to pray it 
out of the way, but while he was on 
his face in prayer God spoke to him. 

Prayer 1s a wonderful thing, but 
prayer could never save Israel so long 
as they disobeyed the word of God, 
neither could the nation advance so 
long as the individuals composing that 
nation disobeyed the word of God or 
had sin in their lives. I appreciate the 
exhortation to prayer in our nation 
today, but so long as one part of us 
prays while another is indulging in 
adultery, fornication, drunkenness, 
lying, stealing, and murdering, we 
are going to incur the frowns rather 
than the smiles of God. 

So it is with the church. I believe 
that the church that calls a part of 
its members to prayer, while another 
part is revelling in worldliness and 
disregard for God, will find its power 
to pray very limited. 

The only relief that Joshua got was 
when he relieved himself of contam- 
ination, and I believe that the church 
and the nation will get relief the 
same way. 

Don’t misunderstand me, I am not 
advocating a skinning knife and intol- 
erance. I am advocating tolerant dis- 
cipline. I believe a church would fare 
far better, to quietly and kindly dis- 
pose of those cases that can’t be re- 
stored, than to keep them for the 
pastor to constantly skin and club, 
and for the church to gossip about. 
But remember, you don’t have to in- 
vent a long list of names to call them, 
that will cause people to think you 
have animosity toward them. You can 
dismiss them with grace and courtesy. 

Discipline will dismiss your wife 
just the same as it will the fellow 
who has been a constant grumbler 
ever since he has been in the church, 


@ but the person who will not be disci- 
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plined should be worked with, pa- 
tiently, kindly, and with a view to 
getting out the rebellion, until he or 
she is disciplined or dismissed. 

A membership committee in a 
church should. be equal to the pur- 
chasing agency in a well organized and 
operating business. They should be 
constantly on the job to bring in new 
material and to improve the product. 

We had a debacle at Pearl Harbor 
that raised a stench that will con- 
tinue to rankle through the history 
of the next hundred years. Maybe 
some of those men that they are in 
the act of court martialing will be 
severely punished but it won’t save 
the lives and souls and property that 
were destroyed, or lift the disgrace 
and dishonor off this nation. 

It was not the drunkenness and 
lewdness that caused the catastrophe. 
If those men could have been at the 
post of duty, and manned the guns, 
and had clear heads to understand 
and obey orders with the wine, wom- 
en, and song, there would have been 
nothing of it; but God fixed it so the 
two wouldn’t go together, and it was 
the failure of discipline to keep those 
things away from them and keep 
them on the alert, that was at fault. 

If church members could keep 
prayed up and live the life at the 
same time that they indulged in 
worldliness and sensual self-satisfac- 
tion, it would be beautiful (to some) ; 
but God fixed it so it won’t work. The 
Apostle Paul said, “Put off all these,” 
and when we “put off all these” God 
puts on all those. It is not a matter of 
religion causing people to put off 
worldliness. If it were so, religion 
would petrify a person. It’s a matter 
of people putting off worldliness to 
keep religion. The theory would be 
tantamount to one drinking whisky 
and saying that his religion would 
keep him from becoming intoxicated. 
If a person partakes of worldliness and 
selfishness, that person will backslide, 
and there is no religion that will keep 
him from it. 2 Thess. 2:10 says, “Be- 
cause they received not the love of 
the truth, * * * God shall send them 
strong delusion * * * that they all 
might be damned who believed not 
the truth.” 

Men have to discipline themselves 
and be disciplined, to be what God 
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wants them to be; and the purpose 
of the church is to discipline them. 

Many an American doughboy has 
testified to the fact that when they 
went into the French defence lines, 
during World War I, they found un- 
derground wine cellars, honky-tonks 
and dance halls. Was the French sol- 
dier to blame? No, it was the officers 
that allowed such things, from the 
commandant down. Our boys paid for 
it, in the hells of Belleau-wood, Ar- 
gonne and No-man’s Land. Read your 
current magazines and newspapers 
and you find the same story retold. 
I wonder if any pastor remembers an 
Argonne that he has gone through, 
because of the lack of discipline on 
the part of a predecessor. 

The responsibility for discipline be- 
gins at the head and comes down. 
Joshua had not stolen a Babylonish 
garment, but it was his responsibility 
to clear Israel of the blight brought 
on by it. Eli didn’t commit folly, but 
he got his neck broke and the children 
of Israel went into bondage because 
he neglected to correct that of some- 
one else. 

It is the duty of every person in an 
organization to carry out the rules and 
plans of that organization; whether 
he agrees with it or anyone else in 
the organization carries it out. Many 
a sergeant and corporal don’t agree 
with the order of the day, but carry 
it out just as meticulously as if they 
had made it themselves. When we fail 
to carry out the spirit and letter of a 
rule, we give our consent to the other 
fellow to refuse to carry out the one 
we are so interested in. 

To let every person give his own in- 
terpretation to the Bible and the rules 
of the church, is equal to every person 
being a church within himself. We 
have vivid examples of it all about us. 
Read the codes of any number of or- 
ganizations and you would think you 
were reading the teachings of the 
Church of God. Talk to the ministers 
and members, they interpret for 
themselves. They don’t think this 
means that or that means this. Most 
of us say they are an empty shell, 
“wells without water,” “having a form 
of godliness but denying the power 
thereof.” You know all the things we 
have said about them. If we do the

The ways and means God has of 
bringing men who are plunging into 
a seething, gapping, yawning, flaming 
torment,.to the bleeding side of His 
Son at the foot of Calvary’s cross, is 
through instruments consecrated to 
Him to the extent that He can trust 
them with the ministry of reconcilia- 
tion. Look over the surging sea of hu- 
manity. See the supreme powers of 
hell bidding for their souls, humanity 
sold under sin, sin’s deadly penalty 
hanging over their heads. All that 
awaits them, and their only promise 
is hell. God saw all this, and is it any 
wonder His heart was moved to pay 
the supreme price by giving His only 
Son to die to redeem these masses, a 
price paid by His Son which led Him 
to the greatest of humiliation, with a 
lacerated back, a bloody, bruised face, 
a thorn-crowned brow, a precious face 
filthy with the spital from a mob, a 
skull nearly fractured from a blow 
over the head with a reed, and a heart 
broken with sorrow! O GOD, WHAT 
HAVE I DONE FOR THEE? We have 
no time for self-pity, no time to quib- 
ble about nonessentials. We better 
preach the man of Calvary to a lost 
world. God grant that some of our 
shouting will be turned into weeping 
and mourning, fasting and praying, 
with a fervor charged with the Holy 
Ghost sent down from God out of 
heaven. When we see this vision, cheap 
religion will fade. There will be less 
backsliding and less pretense and pro- 
fession, and more principle and pos- 
session. Lord, make us soul-winners. 
With this introduction we may get 
some idea why God needs men He can 
call and use for His glory in rescuing 
souls from sin. 

The resurrection and appearance of 
Jesus to His unbelieving disciples, 
Mark 16:14, forever settled it with 
them that Jesus had risen from the 
dead. He knew their hearts were fully 
persuaded that He, Jesus, was a victor 
over death, hell, and the grave. Now 
they were ready to preach Him and 
sing His praises. They had seen the 
hands that were pierced with nails,

the side that was riven, and again His 
gentle voice thrilled their very souls. 
Jesus, knowing this, gave them the 
greatest charge of all time, Mark 16: 
15, “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
Let us analyze this text a little. Read 
it slowly and get the meaning of the 
words, “Go ye.” This message was to 
them personally. It is to every one 
that knows the Lord in the power of 
His resurrection. 


Where shall we go? This reminds 
one of the preacher who has no min- 
istry and is always wanting the other 
one to provide for him. We can all 
have a ministry but we must have the 
vision of Calvary, of souls, of heaven, 
of HELL. Then we can throw ourselves 
on His strong arm and He will see us 
through. Go ye “into all the world.” 
The world is the field. David Living- 
stone had this vision. The men who 
pioneered for the Church of God in its 
beginning had this vision, and may 
we have it still. Yes, “into all the 
world” sent George Savchenko to 
Alaska, Brother Syverson to the Latin 


Americas, the Kluzits to Haiti, the 
Furmans to Guatemala, the Starks to 
Africa, the Pitts to China, the Laus- 
ters to Germany, and Brother Ingram 
to many, many countries over the 
world, and time would fail me to tell 
of the hundreds of others who had 
this vision. They may not have had 
the education but they had God. Edu- 
cation is heathen unless the fear of 
the Lord is in it, for “the fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” No 
fool is like the educated fool and so 
he is, unless he has the wisdom of God. 
If you can not accept this, give an 
intelligent answer to the present 
world condition, a world trained to 
the highest in man’s. greatness, 
sciences, and culture, and yet killing 
each other like flies. Why? They have 
not the knowledge of God. So it all 
sums up that the apostles were not 
educated men but were godly and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Who could deny 
the healing of the sick, the raising of 
the dead, the casting out of demons, 
the power of heaven so strong that it 
shook the very house in which they 
were praying, the speaking in tongues 
at Pentecost, and a thousand other 
witnesses?

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q Marines Finance Education of Natives 


The following report comes from the 
Chaplains’ Division of the Navy: 

“SOMEWHERE IN THE GILBERT 
ISLANDS—Voluntary contributions by 
a group of United States Marines, sta- 
tioned on this Central Pacific atoll 
with a Fourth Marine Air Wing unit, 
are being used to educate numerous 
natives at a missionary school. 

“The natives, selected by their 
elders, are sent to another Gilbertese 
island, for a year’s training. At the 

@ compiction of the course, they return 
to this atoll and instruct their fellow 
villagers. 

“A year ago the natives were un- 
aware there was such a military or- 
ganization as the Marines. At that 
time, a Jap garrison force ruled this 
atoll. 

“Then came Tarawa. The Nip- 
ponese lost their stranglehold on 
these islands. Other American suc- 
cesses quickly followed and subse- 
quently a Marine assault force land- 
ed on this atoll. 

“Since their arrival, the Marines 
have had amicable relations with the 
natives. Many of the Gilbertese have 
been employed on American installa- 
tions and they have proved to be 
honest, friendly, and sincere. 

“A group of Leathernecks, discuss- 
ing means to assist the natives at an 
informal meeting conducted by Navy 
Chaplain Lieutenant Harold A. Mac- 
Neill, of Pawtucket, Rhode Island, and 
Waltham, Massachusetts, offered sev- 
eral suggestions. 

“Why not send some of them to 
the training school,’ one suggested. ‘It 
won’t be a heavy expense and we 
ought to be able to meet it.’ His 
thought was readily accepted and 
plans were formulated. 

“From a missionary who has spent 
many years on these islands, we 
learned a native could be provided 
with board, transportation, and a 
year’s education for $20,’ Chaplain 
McNeill said. 

“‘The boys started a little fund and 
it has grown until it now totals more 
than $200. Six natives have already 
been delegated to attend the school 
and we have a lengthy list of appli- 
cants. The school is officially known 
as the “London Missionary Society 
Training Institute.” It is located at 
Peru, some distance from here. The 
natives call the institute “Rongo

Rongo,” which literally means “Re- 
port of Going Out of Good News.” 
This loosely is their translation of 
the gospel. 

“*Reverend and Mrs. George East- 
man, who have done missionary work 
in these islands for the past thirty 
years, direct the institute. Since the 
outbreak of the war, Reverend Mr. 
Eastman has been designated a chap- 
lain in the British Navy and the so- 
ciety’s 200-ton inter-island ship, the 
“John Williams V,” has been commis- 
Sioned a vessel in His Majesty’s 
Navy.’ 

“Chaplain MacNeill further ex- 
plained the John Williams V carries 
medical and religious supplies to the 
society’s scattered missions in the 
Central Pacific. 

“‘The voluntary contributions of 
these Marines and their unselfish 
motives certainly is concrete evidence 
they have not forgotten the chari- 
table instincts which were inculcated 
in them in their early home lives,’ 
Chaplain MacNeill said. 

“One of the most popular officers at 
this Fourth Wing base, Chaplain Mac- 
Neil, has been with Marine Aviation 
units for the past fifteen months. A 
native of Massachusetts, he formerly 
served as pastor of the Kensington 
Congregational Church, Kensington, 
N. H., and was director of religious 
education at the Ashland Federated 
Church, Ashland, Mass. Before enter- 
ing the Service last year, he was pas- 
tor of ‘the Bethany Baptist Church, 
Pawtucket, R. I. He is now on leave 
from that church. 

“His wife, Mrs. Marion MacNeill, 
and three-year-old daughter, Beth- 
any, reside at 56 Bennett Street, 
Waltham, Mass., and his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jesse MacNeill, live at 147 
Warren Ave., Boston, Mass.”—By Sgt. 
James J. McElroy, of 147 Front St., 
Lonsdale, R. I., a Marine Corps Com- 
bat Correspondent.

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Text, Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I 
send the promise of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” 


There are many people today that 
are opposed to Pentecostal holiness 
and they say that when one is con- 
verted he gets all God has for him. 
But the Bible does not bear this out. 

Isaiah 28:9, “Whom shall he teach 
knowledge? and whom shall he make 
to understand doctrine? them that 
are weaned from the milk, and drawn 
from the breasts.” This verse of scrip- 
ture proves that we must teach and 
make to understand doctrine. I be- 
lieve if there ever was a time that 
people needed to know more about the 
blessings of God, this is the day. 

A preacher told me that the dis- 
ciples were not saved until the day of 
Pentecost. Let’s see what Luke 10:17- 
20 says about this: “And the seventy 
returned again with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the devils are subject unto us 
through thy name. And he said unto 
them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall 
from heaven. Behold, I give unto you 
power to tread on serpents and scor- 
pions, and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. Notwithstanding in 
this rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather rejoice, 
because your names are written in 
heaven.” These disciples had power to 
heal the sick and all of this other 
power and had their names written 
in heaven and yet some will say they 
were not converted until Pentecost. 
But according to Luke’s Gospel, these 
men were good, clean men, and the 
Lord told them to go to Jerusalem and 
tarry. for the promise, which is the 
Holy Ghost, and they spoke in 
tongues. Some say that speaking in 
tongues is of the devil. If that is so, 
why don’t the devil’s children pattern 
after him? You don’t hear his crowd 
doing it unless someone wants to 
mock. 

Did the baptism of the Spirit end at 
Pentecost? Some say it did. Let us see 
what happened about eight years 
later, in the 10th chapter of Acts. 
Cornelius was a devout man. The Bi- 
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ble says he prayed to God alway. 
Some will tell you that Cornelius was 
not converted. Did you ever hear of 
a devout sinner? We find in the Bible 
that he was a good praying man. We 
need more like him today. So the 
prayers went up and God heard them 
and when Cornelius and all that came 
with him heard about this good bless- 
ing they received it. Peter heard them 
speak in tongues. Then several years 
later Paul, while traveling, came to 
Ephesus. He found some of John’s dis- 
ciples there. He said unto them, “Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed?” or “Did ye receive the Holy 
Ghost when ye believed?” These men 
told Paul that they didn’t know about 
the Holy Ghost and Paul laid his 
hands upon them and they received 
the Holy Ghost and spake in tongues. 
Yet, I have heard preachers say that 
no one but the twelve disciples ever 
received the Holy Ghost. May God help 
people to receive the truth for I feel 
that Jesus is soon coming. 

I have often heard people say, 
“Don’t you believe anyone can go to 
heaven without the Holy Ghost?” I 
just say, “I know I can go with Him.” 

While I was conducting a revival in 
one of our larger cities, after preaching 
I gave the altar call. A young lady 
came to the altar weeping and she 
repented of her sins and the Lord 
saved, sanctified, and baptized her 
with the Holy Ghost, and she spoke in 
tongues. You could tell a difference 
in each experience as she received 
them. Sometimes this happens. Rom. 
5:1, “Therefore being justified by faith 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Rom. 5:9, “Much 
more then, being now justified by his 
blood, we :~..1 be saved from wrath 
through him.” Heb. 10:38, “Now the 
just shall live by faith: but if any 
man draw back, my soul shall have 
no pleasure in him.” Matt. 10:22, “And 
ye shall be hated of all men for my 
name’s sake: but he that endureth to 
the end shall be saved.” 

We sometimes hear people say, “I 
just don’t understand holiness,” and 
so on. As long as Satan can keep any- 
one in that frame of mind, that is 
just his joy to do so. But the Lord will 
give us light. Hosea 6:3, “Then shall

preme emphasis, and that the Assist- 


ant General Overseers, in cooperation 


with the state overseers, lay plans and 
launch a general evangelistic cam- 
paign in all the churches of their ter- 
ritories, and do all in their power to 
promote evangelism in new fields, by 
way of tent meetings, purchasing of 
church buildings, opening up missions 
and cottage prayer meetings. There is 
indeed a great open door in this na- 
tion and also in the many other na- 
tions of the earth. There are beckon- 
ing hands and voices saying, “Come 
over and help us.” May God put in our 
hearts what He did in Paul’s heart in 
Troas, as the man of Macedonia stood 
before him and said, “Come over and 
help us.” For Paul to go, it meant 
sacrifice, sufferings, and afflictions, 
but as on other occasions, none of 
these things moved him from his duty 
and obedience to his heavenly calling.

weeping and the gnashing of teeth.” 

Mrs. Claire Booth Luce, in her 
speech at Chicago, quoted a very 
beautiful and significant statement, 
“T’d rather tell the truth than be 
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President.” I had rather conduct my- 
self and my affairs so that I can tol- 
erate myself and have self-esteem, 
and take the consequences, however 
dire, than to walk in high places and 
be a toady.
